or Document specified in that Schedule shall not 
Ve contained in one sheet or piece-of paper or other 
material, it shall suffice that one sheet shall bear 
the stamp, provided that the seals.or signatures of 
the parties and witnesses be theroupon ; und where- 
as the said Rule, has been productive of inconve~
